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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 4/16/07 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the combined references are not concerned with with the enabling of remote control service at a residential 
network without the necessity of a service provider. However, the claim language fails to teach such limititation. In response to 
applicant's argument that Hefter and Sawada are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of 
applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to 
be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, Hefter and Sawada are pertinent to Applicant's invention because Hefter teaches wherein a user is interacting with a remote 
service accessible through a data distribution network. Synchronization of a wireless with a host computer over a wireless network is 
clearly, to one with ordinary skill in the art, a service interaction method, 

Furthermore, Application argues that Hefter is not concerned with employing only one of a cellular voice network and a PSTN. 
However, Hefter cleraly teaches a wireless communication network. 

Applicant argues that Sawada fails to teach obtainig and viewing a list of at least one remote service. However, Sawada teaches 
displaying a list of home network devices on the display of the device (See col. 1 , lines 39-43). Applicant argues tha Sawada fails to 
teach accessible remote services from a serving entity accessible remotely via said home network from said serving entity using at least 
one of said communications media and one of said communications protocols. 
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
